Read :- (1) G.O. No. EN 126 PPC 2008 dated 07-10-2008 

Preamble: 

1. Approval was accorded for the following vide G.O. read at (1) above to establish a 1320 MW 
Coal based Thermal Power Project in Farthabad Hobli of Gulbarga District under competitive bidding 
route : 

a) The Deputy Commissioner, Gulbarga District to initiate and expedite the acquisition 
of land of about 1500 acres for a coal based thermal power project (2x660 MW) in 
Farthabad Hobli covering the villages of Ferozabad, Nadisinur and Kiranigi in 
Gulbarga Taluk. 

b) Water Resource Department to increase allocation of water from the Krishna river 
from 1.56 TMC to 2.06 TMC. 

c) Finance Department to allocate Rs. 15 Crores, out of Special Grants and to deposit 
the same with the Deputy Commissioner, Gulbarga District for land acquisition. 

Power Company of Karnataka Limited (PCKL) to collect this amount from the 
Successful bidder and reimburse the same to Government. 

d) Power Company of Karnataka Limited (PCKL) to pursue with Government of India 
to provide coal linkage for this project and/or berthing facilities to move 4 Million 
Metric Ton of coal from Chennai. 

e) Power Company of Karnataka Limited to request the Indian Railways to facilitate 
movement of coal provided through domestic linkage, or through Chennai Port to 
Gulbarga District. 

2. The Government of Karnataka has already released Rs. 10 Crores which is deposited with 
Deputy Commissioner, Gulbarga for payment towards Land Acquisition. 

3. This project is being developed by Power Company of Karnataka Limited (PCKL) through bid 
route under case-2 of Ministry of Power Guidelines, Govt, of India to be later awarded to the 
successful bidder under the Independent Power Producers’ (IPPS) frame work. 

4. PCKL has floated bids to indentify a potential bidder. Response has been excellent and 11 
bidders have been qualified at the RFQ State. The RFP, PPA and other documents were sent to 
qualified bidders in the month of August 2008 and a Pre-bid meeting was held on 23-08-2008. 
Further, the RFP document is modified as per the suggestions of the Karnataka Electricity Regulatory 
Commission (KERC). The revised RFP documents were sent to all the 11 Qualified Bidders. Another 
Prebid meeting was held on 18-01-2010. During this meeting it was informed to all the bidders that 
the sourcing of fuel shall be the responsibility of the bidders. The bidders can source either imported 
coal or domestic coal. This clause has been incorporated in the revised document submitted to the 
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KERC for the approval. In the meanwhile, at the pre-bid meeting, the bidders have been told that they 
can also quote with imported coal as the fuel option. 

5. In accordance with Govt, of India, MOP Guidelines under “Case-2” standard Bid Document, 
one of the pre-requisites is identification and Acquisition of land. Accordingly the Land Acquisition for 
1516 Acres is in advanced stage. After protracted negotiation with the farmers, the Deputy 
Commissioner has suggested that an amount of Rs. 9.00 lakh per Acre is appropriate. In view of the 
fertile nature of the land and the fact that it is devoted to Tur Dal cultivation, this price is realistic, The 
approximate amount for acquisition of land will be about Rs. 150 Crores. To realize the projects, it is 
important to take the possession of the land and thereafter transfer it to the successful bidder after 
recouping the cost. 

6. After detailed examination of the proposal, the following Orders are issued ; 

Government Order No. EN 126 PPC 2008, Bangalore, dated : 16-06-2010 

Under the circumstances explained in the Preamble, Government is pleased to accord approval 
for the following : 

a) To release Rs. 126.44 Crore (Rs. One hundred twenty six crores and forty four 
lakhs only) as the balance cost of the land acquisition for acquiring 1516acres of 
land at Rs. 9.00 lakhs per Acre (Rs. Nine lakh only) as suggested by the Deputy 
Commissioner, Gulbarga District in Farthabad Hobli covering the villages of 
Ferozabad, Nadisinur and Kiranigi in Gulbarga Taluk to Power Company of 
Karnataka Limited (PCKL) under the Head of Account 4801-01-190-0-09-211 
Investment in Power Utilities. 

b) Power Company of Karnataka limited (PCKL) shall obtain the Counter Signature of

Corporation Limited. 

Preamble: 

1. Cabinet in its meeting held on 09-01-2009 accorded approval to take up the implementation of 
Shivanasamudram Seasonal Power Project by KPCL. Based on this Government Order read at (1) above 
was issued according approval for the following : 

1) To inform Ministry of Power that as the entire head and submersion of Shivasamudram 
Seasonal Power Project lies well within the Karnataka territory, Karnataka State reserves 
its right for implementation of this project. 

2) To withdraw the Shivasamudram Seasonal Power Project from National Hydro-electric 
Power Corporation and allot the same to Karnataka Power Corporation Limited. 

3) To take up the implementation of the Shivasamudram Seasonal Power Project by 
Karnataka Power Corporation Limited. 

2. Now Karnataka Power Corporation Limited (KPCL) in the letter read at (2) above, has stated 
that a revised DPR is under preparation by KPCL considering the discharges available up to the year 
2008. After detailed studies, the following modifications/alterations are made while preparing the report: 

a) The name of the project is modified as ‘Shivasamudram Run-of-the River Power Project’ 
so that it is clear from the title itself that there is no storage and consumptive use of 
water. 

b) The Tail water level of Shivanasamudram Scheme is EL 405m. If the tail water level is 
kept at EL 405m and if Mekedatu Scheme on the downstream is implemented with the 
proposed FRL of EL 440m, then the proposed power house will come under submersion. 
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c) In order to safeguard the under ground power house from possible submersion if and 
when Mekedatu Scheme is implemented, the tailrace level for the underground power 
house kept at EL 440m., For the balance head available between EL 440m. to EL 405m., 
a surface power house is proposed. 

d) In the revised proposal, instead of a single Under Ground Power House with an installed 
capacity of 270 MW (2 units of 135 MW) two power houses are proposed : 

i. One Under Ground with an installed capacity of 300 MW (3 units of 100 MW each) 
and ; 

ii. One surface Power House at the tailrace exit of the Underground Power House with 
an installed capacity of 45 MW (3 units of 15 MW each). 

3. Further, KPCL has informed that when the Mekedatu Scheme is implemented, the main Under 
Ground Power House will be safe and only the second Power House (surface power house) gets 
submerged. The surface power house is proposed with steel structures which can be dismantled if 
Mekedatu Scheme is taken up. 

4. In view of the above reasons, KPCL has requested Government to issue the Government 
Order for the allotment of Shivanasamudram Power Project to KPCL with the following modifications ; 

• The name of the project to be modified as ‘Shivasamudram Run of the River Power 
project; 

• The proposal is for two power house with total installed capacity of 345 MW 

5. The proposal of KPCL has been examined and hence the following orders :

MW (3 units of 15 each)
